This was not done. Geronimo and his band 
1 bave been captured and taken to San Carlos 
reservation three times. In 1877 he was capt- 
ured at Ojo Cahente, New Mexico, by San 
Carlos scouts. He remained on a reservation 
five months, then left on a raid of murder and 
plunder. Eighteen months thereafter he sur- 
rendered at Camp Rucker, and was escorted 
back and turned loose again on the res 
ervation where he remained until 1881, when 
he again went on the warpath, murdering and 
plundering. He then made the Sierra Madre 
Mountains of Sonora hig stronghold until Gen. 
crook returned him and bis band to the reser- 
vation for the third time. This is Geronimo’s 
fourth murdering raid and the most darmg and 
blooay ever known in the History of the 
Apachés, Advices from San Simon state 
that troops have received orders not to 
fire on the Indians unless necessary, and un- 
jess it is absolutely necessary, to capture them 
without bloodshed. A special from Lordsburg 
says the citizens are volunteering and arming 
to go in pursuit of the Indians. Deming has 
sent out a well-armed force of citizéns. The 
Superiatendent of the Arizona Copper Com- 
pany telegraphs here this evening to send two 
cases of Winchester rifles to arm the miners. 
The situation is serious. A Silver City special 
says that Col. Phillips and family were mur 
dered by Apachés. The daughter was 
hung up alive by a meat-hook stuck in 
the back of her head. The bodies brought in 
are all horribly mutilated, Mrs. Phillips’ eyes 
are gouged out, her ears and breasts cut off, 
and her body otherwise brutaily mangied.

LAFAYETTE, Ind., May 28.—([Editor of The 
Tribune.|—Your telegram entitied *Geront- 
mo’s Raid’ tempts me to send you a few lines 
emb: acing the results of observeiion in New 
Mexico and Arizona.

in order was the report of the Committee on 
Polfty of the Churches. The Women's Chris- 
tian Temperance Unsion of Wisconsin bad 
asked the assembly to order that only unfer- 
mented wine be used at the sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper. The committee recommended 
that the matter be left to the decision of the 
church session, and it was so ordered. The 
eommittee also recommended a stringent rule 
on divorce, limiting it to the sole causes 
of adultery or desertion. Judge Caldwell 
of Cincinnati took the platform and urged 
that the States prescribe the chuses for di- 
vyoroe, and any legislation by the assembly will 
be nugatory on account of the State laws on 
the subject. i 

The Rev. Dr. Anson Smythe replied sharply 
that that was a queer position for a Presby- 
terian Elder. a delegate to the General Asrem- 
bly, to assume. The rule of the committee 
was adopted. 

While a recommendation of.the Polity Com- 


mittee on the observance of the Sabbath was 


under consideration, the Rev. Dr. Tulleys of 
Oswego argued against Sunday mail-trains. 

Kas., spoke 
earnestly and vigorously about the ecolesias- 
tical avomaly of more than a thousand pastor- 
less Presbyterian churches and as many 
preacbers without churches.

The Mod- 
érator, however, ruled bim out of order, 
though, in order to do so, be bad torule that 
the final item in the report of the Committee 
on Polity was not susceptible of acon by the 
assembiy.

The Rev. Dr. Yomans read the report of 
the Committee on Theological Seminaries. It 
recorded an important growth of all the éemi- 
naries under the direction of the church. 

One of the most interesting and important 
subjects considered by the assembly was that 
presented by the Rev. Dr. Randall, Chairman 
of the Committee on Benevolence. His report 


recommended that the voice of the entire 


church be heard on the adoption of a new 


chapter in the directory of worship, so as to 
erder that the contribution of offerings 
for the benevolences of the church 
shall be a part of the regular public 
worship each Sunday, to be preceded by 
a brief prayer by the pastor for God's blessing 
on the offerings made. In the last six years 
the contributions of the church bave increased 
70 per cent. while the membership has in- 
ereased only 10 per cent. 

Elder mith, a railroad man from Cleveland, 
Spoke in supvort of the report. “If every 
Presbyterian last year had given one cent a 
day tôr the benevolent causes of the churoh,“ 
said the enthusiastic elder, there would be 
today, not a debt of $200,000, but a surplus of 
$500,000 in the treasury.”’ 

The speech of the morning was made by the 
Rev. Dr. Pomeroy of Cleveland. who uent- 
ly presented the advantages to the church and 
to the membership if every member should 
give each a proportionate part of his

World Chicago Complications. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 29.—|Special.}— 
‘There was an early morning sensation on Third 
street today when the announcement was made 
that the Shackamaxon Bank, one of the city’s 
depositories, had closed its doors, its accounts 
having been overdrawn to the extent of $200,- 
000; but the sensation on Third street was not 
comparable in any degree to that of Kensing- 
ton itself—in which the bank bas been es- 
teemed a tower of strength—when the news 


fairly got abroad that tne institution 
founded by the late William Bumm 
bad gone to the wail. Mr. Bumm 


was President of the Select Council 
and a wealthy manufacturer, and the bank 
was Opened ten years ago to accommodate bis 
business and that of his many friends. An 
im posing Gothic building was built out of the 
profits of the institution, and ft became one of 
the banks regularly patronized by the City 
Treasury. There was fortunately only $10,000 
of the city’s money on deposit there this morn- 
ing. The Girard National Bank served as its 
correspondent or collector, but it suffers littie 
joss. Cashier Whiteman of the Girard said: 

We treated the Shackamaxon Bank just 
as we would a country bank, and acted as its 
correspondent, making its collections and giv- 
ing our check in return. In some years, when 
the miils were running and their business was 
consequentiy heavy, our collections for the 
bank bave amounted to $600,000 a year. Of 
late years our transactions have been light.” 
“This suspension is the forerunner to more 
revelations that will make you open your 
eyes.“ one of the officers of the Girard Bank 
added significantly. 

Mr. Bumm, the late President, practically 
owned the Shackamaron Bank. His word was 
law, and not even bis cashier, Thomas L. Hue- 
gard, who only filled that office in a titular ca- 
pacity, enjoyed the confidence of the President. 
The bank was not in the clearing-house, and 
for some time past there has been a suspicion 
in the highest business circies of its stability. 
The stock of the bank is $50 a share at par, and 
the recent sale at $55 is deciared to have been 
a wasn to allay suspicion. Ite last state- 
ment showed a pajd-in capital of $120,650 and 
a surplus of. $30,000. In the bank’s safe today 
were found $100,000 worth of Mr. Bumm’s 
own checks, and others for $80,000 indorsed by 
Mr. Bumm for his friends. This paper had all 
been cashed out of the Shackamaxon Bank 
treasury, but was never made good by Mr. 
Bumm, and now stands as a credit against the 
dead President's estate. When the examina- 
tion of the bank accounts began Cashier Hug- 
gard was taken suddenly i and was carried 
home unconscious. He is still incapable of 
giving any information. The gas-tax trust is 
invoived in the failure to a considerable ex- 
tent, and the books of the bank are expected 
fo reveal some secrets of interest to the tax- 
payers. The police guarded the closed doors 
of the bank, and the small depositors who had 
intrusted ail their savings to the institution 
kept them busy all day. 


LUMBER MANUFACTURERS IN TROUBLE,

HE BEAT HIS CHILD TO DEATH 


AND A PHILADELPHIA JURY FOUND THE 
BRUTAL ITALIAN, ARCHILLA ONOFRI, 
GUILTY OF MURDER IN THE FIRST DEGREE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 29.—([Speciual. |— 

The course of justice in Philadelphia never ran 

so swift and sure as it bas in the case of 

Arobilla Onctri, an Halian circus trainer, 

who was convicted of murder in the 

first degree today for Mille bis 8-year-old 
daughter Coraline. Onofri is a smooth-tongued, 
smiling contortionist by profession, whose wife 
is known as Mile. Tournourys bare back circus- 
rider. They have three children, of whom 

Coraline was the second. Onofri sometimes 

appears on the stage and in the ring as a 

contormuonist, but his young and pretty wife is 

able to earn higher wages, and for the last 
year the husband has ‘devoted bimseif to 
teaching the children the profession of their 
mother. Coraline, although only 8 years 
tight-rope, and wen se did not make 
satisfactory progress Onofri was in the 
habit of beating her witha cane, a knotted 
rope, or a shovel. The neighbors sometimes 
beard sounds of blows, but the children never 
complained, and were never allowed to go out 
unattended. May 11 Coraline was too 
sick to do her usual tight-rope er- 

‘ercise ana her father beat her with the 

shovel. She was afterwards sent to bed with- 

out her supper. The next morning she could 
not be waked and Onofri fina!ly called in a doo- 
tor, who found that the child had died during 
the night of injuries caused by the beating of 
the night before. The body and bead were 
covered with gashes, some of them four inches 
long. The lungs and heart were in excellent 
condition, ana the child was strong ana well- 
developed for her age. Death was caused by 
internal bemorrbages, caused by biows with 
the irou shovel. 

At the Coroner’s inquest Onofri was pen. 
tent. “Jam very strong and didn’t know 
when I burt her,“ he said apologetically. ‘*She 
wouldn’t even stand on the wire, and I used 
the shovel and the strap. WhenI whipped the 
children they did well in their practice, and 
when I was kind they would do badly for 
spite.” ä 

The other children could be induced to testi- 
fy against their father only when he bad been 
removed from their sight. The Coroner’s 
jury recommended that Onofri should 
be tried at once and “that no 
mercy should be shown him.” The trial 
began yesterday afternoon, after a delay of 
ten days, and the jury, after hearmg the evi- 
dence, deliberated only twenty minutes. The 
Judge’s charge had been in favor of the pris 
oner, because no good lawyer could be induced 
to defend him, and the verdict was, after 
merciful charge, a surprise to every one. 
Onofri wil tomorrow be sentenced to be 


banged. 
NO MORE SLAVERY IN BRAZIL. 


THE NEW MINISTRY ADOPTS A PROGRAM 
FOR ITS GRADUAL ABOLITION—A SYNOPSIS 
OF THE MEASURE. 

New Yor, May 29.—The steamer Advance, 
which arrived here today from Rio de Janeiro, 
brings advices to the effect that the new Min- 
istry of Brazil bas adopted a program for the 
abolition of slavery, of which the following is 
a synopsis: 

A general registry of all slaves, with a deciar- 
ation of the value of each slave registered, 
subject to a yearly depreciation of 5 per cent, 
making the maximum value of slaves of 60 
years 200 milreis each. Slaves over 60 years 
of age will have no monetary value, but will 
be obliged to serve for a term of three years. 
The existing emancipation fund will be con- 
tinued, and in addition a new fund will be 
created trom a tax of 5 per cent on all public 
revenues, except exports, and indemnification 
will be made to slave-owners in 5 per cent poli- 
cies to one-half the value of each siave and a 
service of five years in payment of the re- 
mainder.

The new too, 
Will not be unmindful of the spirit of the 
oceasion, for they have read in publie speech- 
es, newspapers, and current chronicles and 
have heard at their own firesides the story of 
those days. They know the battles which 
were fought and the heroes who fought 
them almost as well a3 if they had been act- 
ors in that stirring drama, and they, too, will 
be more patriotic and grow into a higher and 
better citizenship by reason of Decoration- 


Day. 

The general effect of the observance of 
this day is to elevate patriotism above par- 
tisanship, and this is as it should be. Bitter- 
ness of feeling or sectional prejudice should 
have uo place in the celebration of a day set 
apart for tender and loving remembrance of 
the dead. The soldiers in gray will mourn 
their dead as sincerely as the soldiers in blue, 
and will decorate their last resting-places 
with wreaths and garlands, nor will any one 
in the North harshly criticise them. The 
War issues are settled and cannot be raised 
again. The cause for which the South 
fought is a lost cause. The per- 
petuity of the Union and the -emanci- 
pation of the slave are accomplished. 
And yet there isa line to be drawn. This 
year finds the party in péwer whtch_ headed 
the secession movement, which in the South 
did all it could to break down the Govern- 
ment, and which in the North largely sympa- 
thized with that effort and indirectly aided 
it.

THE ELECTION FRAUD ISSUE. 

The Democrats in the IIlinois House of 
Representatives have apparently set their 
face against what is known as the Chicago 
Election bill. The bill is a very long one, 
and the friends of the measure asked for an 
evening session in order to get a second read- 
ing for it and advance it to early considera- 
tion. This action required a two-thirds ma- 
jority, and the Democrats refused to consent 
to it. They also refused to make it a spe- 
cial order, only two Democrats voting with 
the Republicans on this motion. The Demo- 
eruts are convinced that the bill is so located 
that it will not be reached in regular order in 
time to dispose of it, and they are deter- 
mined to let it die. | 

The Democrats may make this issue if they 
desire to do so. The Republicans should 
spare no effort to secure the passage of the 


bill and thereby fix upon the Democratic side 


of the House the responsibility for its failure 
if it is not to be passed. The leading: issue 
of the next election of the Legislature will 
then be whether the people of Illinois ap- 
prove or disapprove of extending peculiar 
facilities for election frauds in the State 
laws; the Democrats will be the avowed 
champions of fraud and the Republicans the 
opponents of fraud. The Republicans can 
well afford to go before the people on this 
issue. 

The bill in question is especially designed 
for the protection of the ballot-boxes in large 
cities, and it will become operative only in 
these communities which adopt the law by 
popular vote. It will bo submitted, if passed, 
to the people of Cook County under the ex- 
isting law, and the Chicago gung will 
have the same opportunity for defeating: it 
which they now enjoy for carrying elections 
in defiance of the popular will. It is not 
likely that any other community in the State 
will attempt to apply this law, and its adop- 
tion in Chieago is so doubtful in the face of 
„gang opposition that the Democrats may 
better afford to risk it than to go on the 
record as approving and sustaining the fraud 
methods. 

In the discussion of the measure Mr. 
Crafts, a Democratic member from this 
county, is reported as having said that the 
provisions of this bill are pernicious and 
would disfranchise 20,000 voters in Chicago.” 
He did not take the trouble to explain how 
this wholesale disfranchisement is to be ac- 
complished under the terms of the bill, Is 
there reason to fear that it will operate so as 
to disfranchise Democrats exclusively ? If so, 
how? Or did Mr. Crafts mean that an enor: 
mous vole is now counted on the Demo- 
cratic side under the existing Election law 
which is fraudulent and would be suppressed 
under the proposed law? That is the only 
kind of disfranchisement which the new law 
is likely to achieve, and the Democrats are 
evidently opposed to the suppression of the 
fraudulent vote. 

The attitude taken by the Democrats in the 
Legislature with reference to this bill would 
be inexcusable at any time, but it is especial- 
ly iniquitous just now in view of the defiant 
violation of law by the Chicago Common 
Conneil. The rascals who control this body 
refuse to complete the canvases of the city 
election or declare the result two months 
after it was held. The election was notable 
for fraud, intimidation, and the actual steal- 
ing of the ballot-boxes, but with all that the 
gang could not figure out a majority for all 


its candidates, and hence proposes to nullify 


the election, Never was there so audacious 
a defiance of law and the popular will, and 
yet the Democrats in the Legislature are dis- 
posed to condone it, 

The election law which the Democrats 
want to defeat is modeled afier the New 
York law, which has not prevented the Dem- 
ocrats from controlling that city, It is not as 
stringént on the whole as the law which gov- 
erns the Boston elections, and the Democrats 
have no difficulty in retaining control over that 
city.. Is it admitted that the Democrats can 
carry Chicago only by fraud and that they 
propose to continue the facilities for fraud in 
order to carry it? There seems to be no 
other explanation for their opposition to elec- 
tion reform. Very well; let them make the 
issue. They will be rebuked and repndiated 
the very first opportunity the people of Lili- 
nois shall have to pass on it.

THE LOW-LIOENSE AGITATION. 

There are several matters of importance 
which demand the attention of the Legisla- 
ture, but they are all put aside to make rcom 
for the railroad bills and the low-license 
movement whith have no popular backing. 
There is a large faction in the Legislature 
which is not content with neglecting to do 
the things the people ask for, but seems de- 
termined to do the things the people do not 
want, 

The agitation of the scheme to level down 
the liquor license to a common basis of $250, 
which is only one-half the present tax for the 
sale of liquor, is an outrage upon the people. 
Never was a law passed in this State which 
met with so much popular favor as the Har- 
per law. It has yielded a handsome rev- 
enue to the cities and towns and has materially 
cut off the superfluous rum-holes. It has af- 
forded relief to the taxpayers by actually 
reducing taxes in somé communities, and 
in others by providing additional improve 
ments and facilities which the taxpayers 
could not have afforded to supply. It has 
assisted the natural Jaw of the survival of 
the fittest, Many of the low doggeries which 
were set up with a Beg of beer and a few gal- 
lons of rot-gut wh’ Ry have disappeared, and 
the more reputable saloons are supporters of 
the law. The price, of drinks has not been 
raised, but the profits of the liquor-traffic 
have been concentrated so that the surviving 
saloons can afford to pay the increased tax. 
As a direct resuit of the law there is revenue 
for the support of a lager police and at the 
same time less for fhe. police to do. The 
original opposition to the law was based upon 


a misapprehension of its effects; and today it 


is no exaggeration to gay that a canvass of 
the State would discover eight citizens 
out of every ten to be in favos of its reten- 
tion as it is, or an increase in the license-fee. 

What party or what class of people is 
represented by the members of the Legisla- 
ture who seek a reduction of the liquor 
license? 
through its convention or in any other way? 
Has any evidence ofa popular sentiment in 
favor of the reduction been furnished by the 
newspapers of the State? Haven't all the 
opinions which have been gathered proved to 
be favorable to the presentlaw? What, then, | 
is the provocation or excuse for the stubborn 
effort to secure a reduction? If the members 
who are directing this movement claim to 
represent the liquor interests, they only rep- 
resent the lower and more disreputable grog- 
geries—a class which ought not to be toler- 
ated, It is infamous to set up such interests 
against the welfare of the people, It is not 
likely that the scheme will succeed; but urg- 
ing it may be fatalto some of the men en- 
gaged in it, Certain itis that any Chicago 
member or any Republican member from any 
part of the State who votes for the low-livense 
bill will not go to the Legislature again, and 
any one who endangers its passage by ab- 
sence or refusal to vote will be adjudged 
equally guilty, The high-license fight was 
made and won two years ago, and the victory 
has been productive of even better results 
than were expected. The people will not 
gubmit to being cheated of its benefits just as 
they begin to realize them.

It was made first for tuking care of the under- 
lying mortgages variousiy secured on the prop- 
erty amounting to some $24,000,000, the addi- 
tiona! $6,000,000 was for the purpose of extond- 
ing the road, the whole mortgage being further 
secured by all the pledged and unpiedged prop 
erty of every kind and description be onging to 
the corporation. The trustees of the mortgare 
are Jay Gould and Russell Sage. Public atten- 
tion bas jately been brought, through the 
medium of the law courts, to the fact that 
securities pled for this mortgage to the ex- 
tent of some $3,000,000 eush value bave been 
taken from the trust. It further appears from 
the report of the Union Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, recentiy issued, that the proceeds of the 
sale of other pledged property to an amount 
exceeding $1,200,000 in the last two years were 
paid into the hands of the Union Pacific 
Railway Company, and by them paid out ia 
dividends on Union Pacific stock instead of 
beig applied to the cancellation of the bonds 
secured by the trust, During the whole period 
that Mr. Gould was a direetos of Union Pacific 
there does not appear to be any public evidence 
of any Kansas Pacific consoles beving been can- 
celed by proceeds of land sales, Within the 
last four weeks, bowever, or since the erile of 
Mr. Gould from the Union Pacific Board of 
rection, almost daily reports are made of Kan- 
sas Pacific consols purchased by the trustees.

POST-OFFICE PICTURES 

IN THE WAY OF PRETTY GIRLS AND DUDES. 

The presence of a large number of women 
and pretty, tittering giris about the rotunda of 
the Government Building bas often been the 
subject of remark and inquiry. Dudes and 
others in!est the locality at times. But there 
is apparentiy a difference ju the influences 
which draw the two classes towuds the same 
places, according to the information gleaned by 
a reporter from the postal clerks and inspectors 
who have made a study of the objects, pur- 
poses, and avocations of the visitors. a 

In the current opinion of the best authori- 
ties oh the subject the more innocent visitors 
are the dudes, who frequently play the part of 
victims. The knowledge the clerks and in- 
spectors have of them is Umited to the opin- 
jou that the time wasted in spuiling their teeth 
on the beads ot their canes might bespent more 
protitably. On the other ‘band it is known 
that with many female trequenters of 
the delivery windows, the pastime ot letter- 
writing is pursued for alive:ihood. It is no 
uncommon thing tor a single fair correspond- 
ent to receive letters m a dozen different 
names. The law provides that letters de- 
manded by one person and addressed to an- 
Other may not be delivered without an order. 
So it often happens that as many as a dozen 
orders are presented in course of a tew 
days by a single individual and all written in 
one style and apparentiy by the same person. 
These letter-writers are generaliy pretty. They 
dress well and appear to live well, while they 
seem to have no other occupation than that of 
writing and rece.ving letters. The letters, as 
a rule, contain nothing tabooed by the postal 
regulations. They usually mention an address 
and state the time at which the writer may be 
seen. The post-office inspectors bave often 
tried to break up the business, but thus far 
their efforts have been barren of results.

THE NEW BRIDGE 

OF THE CHICAGO & EVANSTON RAILROAD. 

The large iron bridge of the Chicago & 
Evanston Railroad, which swings in the river 
just north of Kinzie street, has been an object 
of considerable interest since the conmimence- 
ment of its construction.. A reporter for Tar 
TRIBUNE yesterday visited Messrs. Nourse and 
Doty, engineers for the road, who furnished 
some facts concerning the structure. 

“The bridge does not swing squarely across

It was there- 
fore decided to place the axis of rotation under 
the north chord, or side, so that when connect- 
ing the shores the effect is the same, while in 
opening the south end retreats toward the 
centre. The structure was made to ride on an 
iron buggy placed under the other ohord.

and that we are not communiy conscious of 
any abuses by those in power makes us hesi- 


tate to adopt such uncomfortable conclusions. 


The question of government is a practical one, 

and the average citizen, if he feel himself safe 
and free to pursue his chosen vocativa, will be 
slow to advocate radical changes whose effect 
must be uncertain. It may be admitted, how- 
ever, that our form of government is not 
perfect, and judicious discussion of its fune- 
tions and operations may be beneficial, and 
may lead to more wise and healthy develop- 
ment. It is now generally admitted among 
thoughtful people that no form of government is 
permanent, but that all are undergoing changes. 
The best Which can be hoped for is, that by 
careful investigation and wise conclusions our 
governmental growth may be influenced in 
the direction of improvement. 

Mr. Woodrow Wilson of Jobns Hopkins Uni- 
versity bas written a very interesting treatise 
which deserves attention, first, for its some- 
what original analysis of governmental ma- 
chinery; and, second, for its novel and sug- 
gestive conclusions. Mr. Wilson shows that the 
prevailing intention of the framers of the Con- 
stitution was to form a government of balanced 
powers and responsibilities. They were more 
jealous of the abuse of authority, if confided 
to an individual or a body of men, than fearful 
that public dusiness would be mismanaged 
through conflict of various sovereign depart- 
ments, Mr. Wilson traces very accurately the 
natural working of this distinguishing charac- 
teristic of our Constitution. The result 16 a 
government entirely different from that in- 
tended or inaugurated by its founders. We 
bave a House of Representatives, the chief 
legislative power, controlled by a complex and 
almost unintelligible systemof rules, its actions 
entirely directed by a few important commit- 
tees, which are appointed by the Speaker.’ No 
political party and no pruminent person can be 
heid responsible for legislation. The impor- 


indulged 
of the Capitol, and bas littie influence on the 
fate of a measure, and is absolutely powerless” 
in exerting any effect whatever in forming 
laws. The Senate, which was probably er- 
pected to exert a conservative and somewhat 
antagonistic control over the House, has 
proved to be of the same nature as the 
House, only somewhat slower. There 


is seldom any important conflict between 


the two. They work in similar grooves and 


adopts a policy or stands tor a principle against 
the preVailing sentiments of the House. 

The most extraordinary change, however, 
has come over the Executive Department. It 
was the original design that the Pres 
shoula be chosen by unpledged Etectors, whose 


lecting Presidents is done by the 
tutional agency of nominating conventions. 
From this change, perhaps, it follows that the 
President, when inaugurated, exercises differ- 
ent powers from those contemplated by the 
Constitution. His most important functions 
of appointing to office 
power over § legisia- 
tion. His Cabinet, the beads of the several 
departments, are in all important matters 
practically controlied by the standing commit- 
tees of Congress. In the early days-of our 
Government the President’s advice carried 
great weight, and the policy pursued in the 
various departments was usually originated by 
the President or the members of the Cabinet. 
Now very little attention is paid to the mes- 
sages of Presidents, and still less to the sugges- 
tions of Secretaries. The President in reality 
is only powerful in bis legislative capacity as 
the wieider of the veto or as the dispenser of 
official patronage. If a statesman, he can 
carry out no policy. It is only in time of war 
that he becomes the real head of the Nation. 
This is but a brief and inadequate summ 
of Mr. Wilson’s analysis. More than halt of 
his pages are devoted to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, which he plainly regards as the 
most important part of our Government. His 
conclusion points to the natural growth of 
power in this direction. He considers that we 
must eventually become dissatisfied with our 
attempt to maintain asystem of divided powers 
and dissipated responsibilities. Wo shail 
ize that Power, and strict accountability 
its use, are the essential constituents of good | 
government.” This will bring a change of 
sentiment and an opportunity for able 
political leaders, for whom there are now no 
places. In his opinion we can never achieve 
civil-service reform until the responsibility for 
the conduct ot the Government is plain 
rested on the individuals in power. If our de- 
velopment is to be in the right direction, there- 
fore, it must tend “to make self-government 
among us a straightforward thing of simpie 
metbod, single unstinted power, and clear ro- 
sponsibility,” 
In spite of Mr. Wilson’s well-elaborated criti- 
cism, bowever, it cannot be denied that the 
practical evils of divided responsibility are but 
lightly feilt at the present time. It will require 
a vast amount of discussion to convinoe the 
conservative element of the Nation that the 
Government needs such radical reform as 
he proposes.

MURDERED IN BED. 


REVOLTING DISCOVERY OF AN OLD MAN’S 
REMAINS AT CHARLOTTETOWN, PRINCE 
EDWARD ISLAND. 

CHARLOTTETOWN, P. E. I., May 28.--[Special.] 
—News was received this afternoon of 
the murder of the keeper of Sherwood 
Cemetery, four miles from this city. The mur- 
der is the most atvocious ever committed in 
this province. The victim was Patrick Cal- 
laghan, aged 67, who lived alone at the cemetery, 
and was not missed until his dead body was 
discovered today by Brenton ‘Longworth, who 
was visiting hit father's grave. Longworth en- 
tered the keeper’s house from the rear, 
stench from the decomposed remains was hor- 
rible. Longworth found the corpse concesied 
in the bedroom under the mattress and bed- 
clothes. It. was lying face downward in a 
pool of blood on the floor. There was a gash 
across the wind-pipe, evidently inflicted by 
some blunt instrument. The head bones were 
completely shattered, exposing the brain, and 
the scalp was separated from the back of the 
head to the extent of three inches. On the 
left side of the head was a large wound. There 
were no marks on the body, the murderer hav- 
ing evidently attacked only a vital part of tho 
bead. The Walls of. the room. were 
thickly Teupattared and 
the entire surroundings indicated a 
terrible strugtle. The victim was a miserly 
old man, bavitig $4,000 in the bank. It is be- 
lieved he had money in the house, which was 
the objeet of the murder. Another theory is 
that he was murdered by two roughs whom he 
had imprisoned in the penitentiary for break- 
mg into the eemetery.. The murder must have 
been committid four days ago, judging from 
tho state of the body.

His face is sun- 
bronzed and plowed with furrows of time; a 
resolute mouth, with firm grip of the jaws, 
broad forehead above a pair of unweariable 
eyes, The eyes seem out of place in the weary, 
faded face; they low and flash like two 
diamond sparks, set in ridges of dun gold. 
The face is a serious one, but the play of light 
in the eyes, unquenchable by time, betrays the 
nature full of sunshine and elate life. A side- 
wise glance at the profile shows a face strik- 
ingly Lincoln-like, prominent cheek bones, 
temple, nose, and chin; but, best of all, that 
twinkling drollery in the eye that flashed in 
the White House during the dark days of the 
Civit War. To our query he replied cheerily: 

* Certainly, certainly, sir, I'll talk to you 
about Abe. I kin talk, too, bein’ as Em the 
oniy hvin’ man that Knows all about Him.“ 

How old was Mr. Lincoln when you first 
met him!“ 

About 24 hours—hardly that. I rikkilect I 
run all the way, over two miles, to see Nancy 
Hanks’ boy aby. "Twas common then for 
connection to gether in them days to see new 
babies.. Her name was Nancy Hanks before 
she married Thomas Lincoln. I held the wee 
one a minnit. I was 10 years old, and i 
ony me to hold the pulpy, red, little Lin- 
co Mag 

** Wher did you move to Indiana?” 

“When Abe was about 9. Mr. Lincoln 
moved first, and bullt a camp ef brush in 
Spencer County. We came out a year later, 
and de then hada cabin up, and be gave us 
neck: paps On this spot Abe grew to man- 


How fat apart were your cabins?” 

*Apout fifteen rode. Abe killed a turkey 
the day we got there and couidn’t: git thro’ 
tellin’ about it. The name was pronounced 
Linkborh by the folks then. We was all un- 
edducated. After a spell we learned better.“ 

“In the ‘Life of Lincoln,“ published after 
his nomination, it ia stated that you taught bim 
to 5 


Fes, sir, I did. I taught bim to spell, read, 
and cipher. He knew his letters pretty well- 
ish; but no more. His mother taught him his 
letters, If ever there was a good woman on 
earth she was one, a true Christian of the 
Baptist church; but she died soon after we ar- 
rived, and left dim without a teacher; his 
father couldn’t read a word.“ { 

HIS EDUCATION. 

“Tg it possible he had no schooling?” 

“Only about one quarter, scarcely chat. I 
then. edt in to belp him; I didn’t know much, 
but I did the best 1 could.” 

* What beoks did he read first?“ 

“ Webster's spelier. When I got him through 
that I only bad a copy of indiana statutes, 
Then he got hold ofa book; I can’t. rikkolect 
the name; maybe you kin if I tell you some 
thin’ et was in it. It told a yarn about a felier, 
a nigger or suthin, that sailed a flatboat up to 
a rock, and the rock was magnetized and 
drawed the nails out of his boat, an' he got a 
duckin“ or drowned, or suthin, I forget now.“ 

* That is the story of Sindbad in *‘ Ara- 
biah Nichts.“ 

That's it, that’s the book. Abe would lay 
on thé floor with a obair under his head and 
laug over them Rabian Nights’ by the 
hour. I told him it was likely lies from end 
to.end, but he learned to read right well in it.“ 

„ Had he any other books?“ 

* Yes: I borrowed for him the Life of Wash- 
ington’ and the Speeches of Henry Clay.“ 
They bad a powerful influence on bim. He 
told me afterwards, in the White House, he 
wanted io live like Washington. His speeches 
show that; but the other book did the most 
amazing work. He was a Democrat, dike his 
father and all of us, when he bewan to read it. 
When he closed it he was a Whig, heart and 
soul, aud he went step by step until he became 
leader of the Republicans.” 

I meditated a moment bere on the. old 
man’s story. Was there ever anything so 
strange, so suggestive? This rude backwoods- 
man blindly had turned with a cheap book the 
current of the mightiest life in modern times. 
What sand-blind creatures we are. How we 
juggie with destiny. How God uses us with 
bandaged eyes to work out His high. behesta. 
When Haaks laid that Whig book in that boy’s 
hands be builded better than keknew. He laid 
the first stone in the base course of the struct- 
ure this bey was destined to build and baptize 
with his own. blood. What would history be 
now had be grown up unlearped by the vol- 
ume? It makes one muse, hushed in thought, 

„ Will you describe him wheu a boy?” 

„Well he was at this time not grown, only 
six feet two inches high. He was six feet four 
and one-balf inches when grown—tall, lathy, 
and gangiing—not much appearance, not hand- 
some, not ugly. but peculiar, This kind ofa 
fellow: If a man rode up horseback, Abe would 
be, the first one out, up on the fence and ask 
ing questions, till his father would give him a 
knock side o' thé head; then he’d go throw at 
8 or suthin’, but. — — all the 
whiie.”’ 


* 


ACTIVE AND STRONG. 

“ Was be active and strong?“ 

„He was that. I was ten years older, but I 
couldn't rasse him down. His legs was too 
long for me to throw him. He would fling one 
foot upon my shoulder and make me swing 
corners swift, and bis arms so long and strong! 
My. how he would chop! His ax would flash 
and bite into: a -eugar-tree. or sycamore, and 
down it would come. If you heard him fallin’ 
trees in a clearin’ you would say there; were 
three mon at work by the way trees. fell. But 
be never was. sassy or quarreisome, I've seen 
him walk into a crowd of sswin’ rowdies, and 
tell some droll yarn and bust them all up. It 
was the same whén be was a lawyer; all eyes 
whenever be. rig were on him; there was a 
suthin' peduijarsome about him.“ 

What did you teach him to write with? 

Sometimes be would write with a piece of 
charcoal, or the p'int of a burnt stick, on the 
fence or floor. We got a little paper 
at the country town, and I made ink 
out of blackberry briarroot and a little 
copperas in it, It was black, but the cuop- 
peras would eat the paper after awnile. I made 
his first pen out of a turkey buzzard feather; 
them’s good for pens. We had no geese them 
days. After be learned to write he wasscrawi- 
in’ his name everywhere; sometimes he would 
write it ou the white sand down by the crick 
bank, and leave it til the fresh would Dot it 
out.“ 

Ah, Dennis, that name is written now, not 
in sand: bigh on the beroic roll in Liüberty's 
proud temple, above the names of all save one.

All traffic 
stood still; the ey hand of death lay flat on 
the heart of cd merce, and it gave not a throb. 
Men stood by mir opened stores saying, with 
hands on each other's shoulders, “Our Presi- 
dent is dead.“ Over and over, iu a dazed way, 
they said the fateful syl!abies, as if the bullet 
that tore through the weary heart at Washing- 
lou had palsied the Nation. The mute news- 
boy on the corner said never a word as ne 
banded to the speechless buyers the damp 
sheets from the press; only he brushed, with 
unwashed band, from his dirty cheeks the tears 
till the last paper was gone.

She didn't be- 
lieve in spirits, she said, and the rappings were 
produced by the simple powers of her will.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were very active 
yesterday, and most of them very weak. They 
were all distinguished by 1 heavy unloading of 
long stuf, much of it on country account. The 
weakness of the previous day had exhausted a 
good many margins, and there wasa tree call for 
more, the telegrams of Thursday night being laden 
with this class of requests. Not a few of the re- 
Cipients failed to respond with the desired cash, 
and numerous others sent orders to sell out, as 
they saw no encouragement to hold on longer, 
though ableto do so. The result was a heavy 
throwing of long holdings, and the weakness was 
intensitied by the reports from the East that some 
financial institutions were not above suspicion. The 
situation was about the heaviest witnessed since the 
collapse of the McGeoch lard deal three years ago. 
the local bears gathering confidence as they saw 
the outside losing it. The idea has gone round 
rather extensively in the commercial letters sent 


out from this city the last week or two that prices 


must decline in June, and the break of yesterday 
was widely accepted as the beginning of the down- 
tarn which would enable shorts to cover at much 
lower prices. There appeared to be a good deal 
ofshort selling on this theory, but not nearly so 
much as would have been witnessed had quota- 
tions been a little higher to begih with. 


Provisios were exceedingly heavy. Hogs were 


ij again lower, with a large supply, the receipts of 


the week being one-third larger than a year ago, 


| with smaller shipments than then, and the summer 


packing to date showme an increase of more than 
50 per cent. Some parties said that the weakness 
was chiefly due to sympathy with wheat, but it 
looked as if the great trouble was the presence of a 
great pile of June stuff which had not been placed 
so early in the preceding month as is usnal with 
the trade. These offerings widened out the July 
premium to nearly Bh e in pork and 12e in meats, 
although the longer futures dropped too, and then 
the heaviness began to tel] most forcibly on them, 
bringing out some lots on which margins had been 
furnished in response to cgils of the previous even- 
ing. The scene was simplf a slaughter ot the inno- 
cents on & mammoth scai Pork for July sold a 
shade higher early at $10.0, and declined to $10.25, 
reacted from that figure and fell back to it several 
times, and closed at $10.20 bid, with June at 10c 
discount, August at 100 premium, and September at 
20c premium. Lard declined 12K, to $6.45 for 
July, and closed at 86.467 bid, with June at Te 
discount, August at 100 premium, and September at 
De premium. Short ribs declined 12}¢c, to $5.20 
for July, and closed at $5.223¢, with June at 126 
discount and August at 10c premium. The packing 
of this city since the close of February includes 
899,000 hogs, against 584,000 to same date last year 
and 698,000 to do in 1883. 

The price for overplus lard delivered on June 
contracts has been fixed at $6.40. 

Flour was very dull. There was not enough do- 
ing to establish prices, but they were unhdoubtedly 
lower, or rather would have been so had buyers in- 
vited concessions on the part of holders. 

Wheat took the jownturn without much pound- 
ing. Prominent men were large sellers, but they 
appeared to be doing it on orders, and in nota 
few cases to prevent further loss, as margius were 
exhausted. Liverpool was called id per cental 
lower, and it wat reported that largely ‘increased 
receipts will be the rule at Western markets within 
afew days. New York showed little change in the 
early part of the day, but was sick enough later, 
and transmitted some very heavy cables to par- 
ties in the trade here. She reported sales of 
a few boat-loads of No. 2 spring at 910 for export, 
and one small cargo was worked here. Other- 
wise the outlook was considered to be very blue 
for holders, the visible supply threatening to in- 
crease up to perhaps the time of harvest, while 
the weather was regarded as favorable for a bet- 
ter crop yield than has been recently predicted.

Peg Woflington. 

Let us take a glance at the charming Peggy 
Woffington. Forgive ter one error,“ says a 
biographer, and it might fairly be said of her 
that she was adorned with every virtue 
honor, truth, benevolence, charity were her 
distinguishing qualities.” Her origin was of 
the meanest. She was born in Dublin in 1718; 
her father, a poor bricklayer, died when she 
was only a few years old; her mother took in 
washing as the only means of supporting her 
two little girls. “I have met with more than 
one in Dublin,“ says Lee Lewes in his memoirs, 
‘“‘who assured me that they remembered the 
lovely Peggy, with a little dish upon ber hand,

Violante, well known at the time 
as a rope-dancer, stopped her one day and asked 
her how she would like to learn to dance and 
wear fine dresses. Peggy's answer need not be 
recorded. Madame accompanied ber home 
and there and then prevailed upon the mother 
to let ber take the child as an apprentice. So 
Peggy went away to the booth, where she 
learned to dance and speak French admirably. 

By-and-by Mme. Violante added acting to the 
attractions of her establishment and trained a 
company of children to play “The Beggar's 
Opera.” Woffington was the Polly. and a 
though only 12 years of age, acted and sang 80 
charmingly that sne became not only the 
bright, particular star of the troupe, drawing 
crows to the humble booth, but the talk of 
Dublin. ‘ 

Some persons of cousequence who had seen 
her act, by-and-by prevailed upon Elrmgton, 
the manager of the Theatre Royal, to engage 
this youthful prodigy, and at 13 she appeared 
upon the legitimate boards with a success as 
great as she had achieved beneath the rope- 
dancer's canvas. What a change! Who 
could have recognized the little ragged salad- 
girl in the beautiful, elegantly-dressed, be- 
witching actress, who was already turning all 
the male heads in Dublin? There she re- 
mained, playing the round both of tragic and 
comic characters with ever-increasing popu- 
larity, until she was 22. Then, de- 
sirous of triumphs in a yet more brilliant 
arena, she came to London and sought an 
interview with Rich, the Covent Garden man- 
ager. Nineteen times did she call, and the 
answer was, E „ The twentieth it 
occurred to her for the first time to send up 
her name, and she was immediately admitted. 
She found the eccentric tather of pantomimes 
lollig upon a sofa, a play-book in one hand, a 
cup of tea in the other, while around bim were 
seven-and-twenty cats of different sizes, from 
the kitten who could just lap to the grave and 


toothless Tom, the father of copntiess genera- 


tions. some were playing, some sat staring at 
him, one was eating toast out of his mouth, 
another was licking the milk out of his saucer, 
one was perched upon his shoulder, another 
upon bis arm, a third upon his knee, a fourth 
upon bis head. Woflington’s fame had long 
since traveled across the channel, and Rich at 
once engaged ber at £9 a week. When she 
made her appearance at Covent Garden as 
Sir Harry Wildair, in Farqubar's Con- 
stant Couple,“ she took the town by storm. 
Such fire, such dash she had that people could 
rot believe it was a woman. One young 
lady, believing her to be really a man, fell in 
love with her, and sent her a proposal of mar- 
riage. Night after night all London rushed to 
applaud and to worship the famous actress. It 
was at this time that Garrick was dangling 
about the side scenes of the theatres, dying to 
act, and eagerly seeking the acquaintance of 
every actor and actress of celebrity. En- 
raptured with lovely Peggy, he was quickly 
added to the list of her adorers. It has been 
said that Garrick seriously entertained an idea 
of reforming this fair creature and marrying 
her; indeed, that he had gone so far as to buy 
the ring and try it on. The poor littie Irish 
street-girl had cultivatea her natural abilities 
by reading and accomplisments, and men the 
most eminent for learning and of the gravest 
habits sought her conversation and were 
charmed by it. 

Her family shared in her prosperity, and old 
Mrs. Woffington was to be seen about Dublin 
in her velvet cloak and diamond ring, with her 
agate snuff-box in her hand, expatiating upon 
her Peggy’s greatness and goodness. Her 
younger sister, Polly, she had sent to France 
to be educated, and avery charming and ac- 
complished young lady she grew up, little in- 
ferior to her famous sister; she captivated the 
nephew of Lord Cholmonaeley, and he mar 
ried her.

Some folks declare that the hours kept by our 
forefathers, especially for meais, were more 
reasonabie, seasunable, and healthful than 
those which obtain nowadays, Without at- 
tempting to dispute the truth of this, it be- 
comes a question after ali whether we have 
not drifted back to pretty much the old cus- 
tom, at least as far as mealtimes go; the only

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are some conflicting facts on nt, for 
Greeks and Romans—not bad pet on dietet- 
ios—had:their principal meal about sundown. 
Primitive red Indians alike witb all 
Eastern tribes- the same habit, so that 
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The Greeks and Romans partook of Puncheon, 
but both it and their breakfast were very licht 
meals. Even if the latter cansisted of hot 
dishes, as they generally did, they wre not of 
a very substantial character. The ccena, or 
dinner-supper of classical times, was for the 
few, not for the many. It was the banquet sa- 
cred to hospitality and pleasure. Those who 
partook of it reclined at length on couches, in 
the spirit of festa] enjoyment aud social pleas- 
ure. One can hardly venture to speak of din- 
ing, twice in one day; virtually many people do 
so, and always have done so. Dining and sup- 
ping come really a the same thing in the end 
as lunching and dining do. The Frenchman 
calls his midday meal, always a substantial one, 
breakfast, and that between 6 and 8 p. m. din- 
ner. People who breakfast late, leisurely, and 
plentifully may be able to work stbadily until 
the hour for the evening meal, but thousands 
of men and women at the head of establish- 
ments are at work as early as any of their em- 
ployés, hurrying from their beds to their 
counting-rooms with no more substantial nour- 
ishment than acup of coffee and a roll. The 
meal that follows consists frequently of a sand- 
wich or a piece of pie; and the person who 
thus cheats his or her system is apt, sooner 
or later, to seek assistance from stimulants. 
Once upon a time, Montesquieu deciared that 
“supper kills one-half Paris; dinner the 
other ; but We are assured that this state of 
things bas happily or unhappily, according to 
our views of life, passed away, for the simple 
reason that the French kitchen, both in private 
houses and in restaurants, bas sadly degen- 
erated. Whatever the obligations of our lives 
are—bowever varied or variable they may be— 
the more we manage to breakfast, lunch, dine, 
or sup at the same time every day, the more 
likely are we to maintain our health} especially 
if we never forget that a littie in the morn- 
ing is enough; enough at dinner is but little; 
and that a little at night is too much.“ 


Fashionable Deformities—How Sav- 
ages Mold Their Infants’ Littie 
Heads, 

An author, writing in 1658, remarked in evi- 
dent regret and surprise when speaking of the 
Caribs: They do not swaddie their intants, 
but leave them to tumble about at liberty in 
thoir little hammocks or on beds of leaves 
spread on the earth in a corner of their tents; 
and nevertheless (mark the nalveness of this 
expressi@h) their limbs do not become crooked 
and their whole body 18 perfectly well made.” 
In France it was Voltaire who first 
raised a voice against the practice of 
swaddiing, and he maintained that it 
was the cause of most of the, deformities so 
common in civilized countries. From the 
earliest records of man, and to the present gay, 
his efforts can be traced to improve upon the 
form which Nature bas given him until some- 
times all semblance to the original design bas 
been lost. At the present time, among Euro- 
peans, this tendency ie chiefly shown by both 
sexes in regard to the feet and by women in 
regard to their waists. The custom of de- 
formmg the waist. is, however, confined 
neither to Europe) nor to modern 
times. By various statues and bas 
reliefs in the Britin Museum I am 
led to believe that compression of the waist 
was a very ancient custom. Many of the fig- 
ures, coming from widely different parts of 
the world and ot very remote date, although 
nude, have waists which are perfectiy round, 
instead of being einm . as is the natural 
waist, and which are so small in proportion to 
the other parts of the figure that I cannot 
think they are due to the imperfect skill of 
the scuiptor. In fact, Iam rather inclined to 
think that they were possibly produced by 
tight bandages applied during the infancy of 
the individual, and removed when she attained 
full growth, justin the game way as the shape 
of the skull is permanentiy altered among 
other nations by gradually crushing and mold- 
mg while the bones are yet pliable in child- 
hood. Hippocrates, about 400 B. C., speaks 
of a people he calls the Macrocephali, 
who, he says, directly a child is born, while its 
head is still tender, begin to fashion it with 
their hands, “and constrain it to assume a 
lengthened shape by applying bandages ana 
other. suitable contrivances, whereby the 
spherical form of the head is destroyed, and it 
is made to increase in length.“ But it must 
not be thought that this is along extinct cus- 
tom; for, indeed, it is still existing among the 
Chinook Indians and the natives of Vancouver 
Island, although it is dying out under Euro- 
pean influence. According to Bancrott, ** Fail- 
ure properly to mold the cranium of ber off- 


spring gives to the Chinook matron the reputa- 


tion of a lazy, undutiful mother, and subjects 
the negiecteu children to the ridicuie of their 
young companions, so despotic is fashion.” 
among the ancients, the process is 
begun soon after the birth of the 
child, and continued for eight to twelve 
months, until the head has permanently as- 
sumed the desired shape. Mr. Kane, who had 
considerable opportunities for observation, has 
remarked: It might be supposed that the 
operation would be attended with great suffer- 
ing, but 1 never heard the infants crying or 
moaning, altiough I have seen their eyes 
seemingly starting out of the sockets from the 
great pressure; but, on the contrary, when the 
thongs were lodsened and the pads removed I 
have noticed them cry until they were re-
